$2,000 purse and ninety per cent, of the 
gate receipts. The outcome was a genuine 
surprise to everyone, aud the local sporting 
men dropped a goodly am ount of cash on 
the result. A more disagreeable day can 
be hardly imagined. 
It was 2:30 o’clock 
when Harry Wilkes passed the grand 
stand, with Frank Van ness in the sulky. 
There was a general clapping of hands, 
and this was repeated a moment later, 
when Phallas came dashing down the 
track, with Ed. llilhers holding the rib­ 
bons. 
Phallas did not seem in his best 
form. 
The first time Hithers drove him 
up under the wire he broke badly, and he 
also seemed lame, although this was hard­ 
ly jierceptiblc at the start. 
Wilkes, how­ 
ever, seemed in perfect condition, and in 
all his practice work never le!t his feet. 
The track was in fair condition when 
they came out, but grew a little slip­ 
pery 
under 
the 
steady 
fall 
of rain 
during the practice work and scoring. After 
fourscores, in two of which Phallas broke 
before reaching the wire, the horses went 
away for their tirst trial. 
The pools were 
now selling: 
H arry W ilkes *50, Phallas 
$40. 
W hen (he horses went away they 
were neck and neck. Wilkes had'draw n 
the pole. 
Before the tirst furlong had been 
trotted, Bithers tried to pass Wilkes. 
The 
increased pace was, however, too fast for 
Phallas, and he went up into the air. 
H - 
caught liis fec-t quickly, but had lost a 
length and a half. 
Wilkes was not dis­ 
turbed by the affair, and was trotting 
easily, reaching the quarter pole in 3G sec­ 
onds. 
Phallas drew up a trifle and came 
within a length of Wilkes, and then fell 
back again. Wilkes stepped a little faster, 
however, and the next quarter was made in 
34 seconds. Down the farther side of the 
track Phallas trotted well, but the third 
quarter was only trotted in 35 seconds. 
Here, for the tirst time, Phallas seemed to

The last quarter was trotted in 
32} seconds a 2.09 gait—and was as pretty 
an exhibition of speed as has been seen uii 
the track for many a day. 
Wilkes won by 
an open length in 2:17].' The start in the 
second heat was even, but Phallas could 
not stay on the ground. 
He broke badly at 
the first eighth post, and came down a 
length and a half behind, 
lie settled down 
to ids work again, but when close up to 
Wilkes’ sulky, on the upper stretch, again 
tlevv up in the air. 
V'anness, seeing how 
badly Phallas was acting, did not urge 
W ilkes’ letting him go to the quarter in 
:35J, and to the half in 1:09]. Bithers im ­ 
proved his opportunity and crowded l’hallas 
along. Between the half and three-quarter 
pole the stallion trotted grandly, and com­ 
pelled Wilkes to do Ids best.

ANGBY TURF MEN. 
N ew Y o rk , October 2,1.- The World says: 
The strained relations which have existed 
between the owners of the Brooklyn and 
Rancocas stables since the Bliss selling 
race at Sheepshead Bay in lsSO caused an 
outbreak at Jerome Patk yesterday. The 
immediate cause was another selling race, 
which Potrtico, lialf-brother of Pontiac, 
won cleverly. He was entered to be sold 
for $1,500, but McDonald, who ran second 
with Bordcalv, an J the Dwyer Brothers, 
who ran third with Lula, ran' up the price 
of Pontico to $15,005, and the auctioneer 
announced that he was bought in by the 
owner. This left the comfortable i im of 
$13,505 to be divided, two-thirds to Mc­ 
Donald and one-third to the Dwyers, the 
surplus money in all selling races being so 
divided under the rules ot the American 
Jockcv Club. Immediately after the an­ 
nouncement of the sale by the auctioneer, 
Lorillard repudiated the purchase of Pon­ 
tico, with the declaration that the bids had 
been carried beyond bis instructions and 
that the auctioneer was a party to the 
transaction. This assertion biought Phil 
Dwyer to the front, who, wilh much show 
of anger, replied in terms not compliment­ 
ary to’ Lori Hard. The crowd, which had 
been attracted by the heavy bidding, sided 
with Dwyer, and repeatedly cheered them 
both. 
Lorillard and Dwyer appealed to 
the judges, who also heard statements 
from Lorillard’s agent and bis trainer, and 
also from the auctioneer. The excitement 
lasted for nearly half an hour, when the 
judges ordered the track cleared. 
T he T ranscon tin en tal P ool to b e C ontin­ 
u ed —C alifornia F ru it P ool. 
S t. P a u l, October 2d.—Vice-President 
Oakes denies the statem ent that the Trans­ 
c o n tin e n ta l pool is in danger of disruption. 
H e had no official knowledge that the 
Southern Pacific bad dishonored drafts of 
the Denver and Uio Grande Railroad for 
settlement under the arbitrators' award of 
percentages. 
He bad also been informed, 
but not officially, that the Burlington and 
Missouri had given notice of withdrawal 
from the association. If these two reports 
were true, and he had no reason to doubt 
their authenticity, they would not in any 
way endanger the life of the association. The 
only roads which were so geographically 
sitnated as ha smash things generally were 
the Southern Pacific, Central Pacific and 
Oregon Navigation. 
All these three were 
firm believers in the association. They 
•wanted to live, and no m atter how demor­ 
alized things might become east of the 
junction points, the rates there would be 
firmly maintained on tariff figures. This 
would assure the continuation of the asso­ 
ciation. 
The Herald prints an alleged special from 


San Francisco under the headline of “ No 
Cheap California Fruit," in which it is 
stated that it has just leaked out that the 
v:s:t of \V. B. Strong, President of the 
Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fc Railroad, 
to that city was for the purpose o! effecting 
a pool by which the fruit transportation 
business of southern California would be 
controlled by the Southern Pacific, Ken­ 
tucky, Atchison, Topeka and Santa Fe and 
Oregon Navigation Companies, and that 
contracts having been signed for liiat pur­ 
pose, California ftuit will continue to l>e 
dear in Eastern markets. At all the Cali­ 
fornia railroad offices in this city the above 
special is characterized as an absurd in ­ 
vention. 
Civil Service Im provem ent—New Special 
Rule. 
W ashington, October 
2d.—The Presi­ 
dent has issued the following special rule 
for the regulation and improvement of the 
civil service: 
Speeial'Rule No. 2, approved July 18, 1S84, is 
hereby revoked. All applicants on any regis­ 
ter for posts in customs service, who on the 
first day of November next shall have been 
therein one year or more shall, in conformity 
with Rule 16, be no longer eligible for appoint­ 
ment for such register. 
The special rule, which is now revoked, 
provided that the names oi those persons 
on the registers of commission eligible for 
appointm ent prior to July 16, 1884, should 
not be taken off at the end of the year be­ 
ing entered thereon, but should remain on 
the registers a3 eligible for appointment lor 
tw o years from that date, without m rther 
notice or examination. 


C O M M ISSIO N ER EATON IN T E R V IE W E D . 
A reporter of the Associated Press called 
to-day upon Commissioner Eaton in re­ 
gard to the new special civil service. “ Was 
that rule,” asked the reporter. “ made on 
the recommendation of the Commission ?” 
Eaton—It was.

In other words, the best 
of those on any new ' .lamination arc sure 
tó be marked higher than those left from 
a former examination, after the superior

The change 
now will prevent the ill-informed from 
thinking that persons examined more than 
a year ago are retained on the registers, in 
order to give them places.

A correspondent'of the C incinnati En­ 
quirer writes the follow ing letter front Ban 
Francisco to his journal, and w hich will be 
of interest as a very clear statem ent of the 
objections to the plcicnco of the Chinese 
am ong us : 
Stephen T. Gage, a native of N orthern 
Ohio, has lived 111 California thirty-eight 
years. 
F or th e past fifteen years he has 
been connected w ith the Central andS outh- 
ern Pacific Railroads,hand is now assistant 
to Mr. Stanford, President o f the whole P a­ 
cific system of this coast. 
B rought up on a 
farm , Mr. Gage has a good practical know l­ 
edge o f agricultural m atters, and especially 
of farm ing on this coast, and is now m a n ­ 
aging a farm of 35,000 acres. 
H is railroad 
duties have forced upon him a knowledge 
of nearly everv business or industry con­ 
ducted on the Pacific slope, including m in­ 
ing, for he was actively-engaged in th at for 
years. 
But, above all, Mr. Gage is an h o n ­ 
est m an, and, w hether right or wrong, be­ 
lieves in all things w hich he advocates. 
Being a m an of good sense, his conclusions 
on m atters outside his railroad affairs are 
accepted by those w ho know him as sound 
and w orthy of consideration. 
Such am a n , 
w ith his wide experience, cannot but have 
eound opinions on the Chinese question, 
the one subject w hieh is of m ore im port­ 
ance to the people of the Pacific coast thau 
ail other economic questions. 
The other 
day I drifted his talk fr> th at subject, w hen 
he s a id : 
“ I am opposed to Chinese im m igration, 
because on an even keel the w hite m an can­ 
not com pete w ith him in any of the p u r­ 
suits requiring physical labor. 
I do not 
discuss him in any of the com m ercial avo­ 
cations, but m erely as an clem ent o f labor. 
I have m ade a com parative study of the 
w hite and Chinese w orking people in every 
avocation. 
Perhaps tbeir civilization is 
higher than ours, for it is certainly m uch 
older, and it has taught them how"to sup­ 
port the m axim um population at tho m in i­ 
m um cost. T he fact th at a population of 
over four hundred m illion live upon the 
products of the territory em braced w ithin 
th e lim its of th e K ingdom of C hina proves 
this proposition. 
I have never seen a Chi­ 
nam an w ho could not read and w rite in 
his own language. They are the m ost do­ 
cile people up to a certain point in their 
em ploym ent, and th at point is w here thev 
believe they have acquired sufficient know l­ 
edge of the buaineesut w hich they were em ­ 
ployed to carry it on them selves. T hey 
are nn im itative race, bu t they originate 
nothing, as is show n by the fact th a t their 
w hole civilization stands w here it certainly 
was 1.000 years ago, barring the innova­ 
tions forced upon them by other nations. 
“ T he degradation of vrflite labor is there­ 
fore a natural sequence of com petition w ith 
this class of persons, and I th in k any ob­ 
server w ill soon see th at tho introduction 
o f Chinese in California has established in 
thirty years as distinct a line uf dernarka- 
tion beLwec-n labor and capital as slavery 
did in the 240 years o f its existence in th e 
old Btates, w ith tho disadvantage here of 
there being fewer restraints of ail kinds on 
th e aristocratic elem ent. 
Less th an five 
hundred m en own fully one-balf the prop­ 
erty of this great State, and they are able to 
retain th eir vast estates because o f the pres­ 
ence of th e Chinese labor, and a t th e sam e 
tim e pay less than h alf the taxes. T he m an 
who does not own sufficient property to a l­ 
low him to em ploy Chinese labor and m ake 
a profit on it falls to the grade o f th e “ poor 
w hite trash” of the South, though he m ay 
w ork everyday. 
In thirty yearsw c have 
m ade tills vast g ulf between tiic tw o classes, 
and, w hile the products of ail the rest of 
th e country are based upon th e labor of 
property-consum ing w hite m en. the prod­ 
ucís of California represent th e low wages 
of the Chinese, for every w hite producer 
who em ploys only his ow n labor m ust 
com pete w ith them in the various m arkets. 
T he em ployer o f th e Chinese "labor starts 
w ith an advantage ove.r the person whose 
m arketable products are the results of his 
own labor. 
” Practical illustrations of this fact are 
visible on every hand. 
T ake gardening, 
fur instance, and th e sale of vegetables. 
T he large gardener, paying sixty ctn is per 
day to the Chinese laborer, who boards 
him self, can afford to sell to the peddler for 
les3 th an the ordinary w hite m an can af­ 
ford to produce vegetables. T his would 
seem to give tho poor w hite m an a chance 
to m onopolize th e retailing of vegetables, 
in case th e C hinese-em ploying gardener 
did not choose to do it him self. 
B ut if you 
look out of th e w indow you w ill notice 
m ore th an a dozen Chinese vegetable ped­ 
dlers, whose outfit consists of tw o baskets 
and a light stick. 
A l one tim e we weighed 
ail of these baskets on our ferries, and wc 
found th at the average w eight of vegetables 
w hich one C hinam an carries is 250 pounds. 
A w hite m an could no t m ove this quantity 
of vegetables w ithout a horse and wagon. 
A horse and wagon of the w orst sort repre­ 
sents an expenditure of not less th an $100. 
To th is m ust be added th e feed of the 
horse, shoeing, stable rent, and repairs to 
wagon and harness. 
To m ake cost, the 
ow ner of the horse and wagon m ust m ake 
at least $1 per day of profit. 
If he lives, 
o r has any fam ily, he m ust m ake a t least 
$2 per day o f gross profit. 
T he Chinam an 
can scH at a le s price and m ake tho sam e 
net profit th at th e w hite m an can. 
If he 
m akes btij. fifty cents per day profit he ha-i 
at least th irty cents to lay by.. I have 
know n a C hinam an w ith only $10 capital 
to carry n w hole square-of custom ers' ac­ 
counts for a m onth, and a t the end of th at 
tim e each o f them w ould owe him m ore 
than the whole o f his original capital. 
“ T he R estriction A ct was a godsend to 
the resident Chinese, if it had been carried 
out as Congress intended it. 
Lost year, 
w hen tho current seemed to be going from 
us, tho Chinese harvest h and advanced his 
wages from $1 to $1 50. and in norae cases 
$2. 
B ut this year, w ith the tide flowing 
this way again, th e wages w ent down to the 
point a: w hich no w hite m an could earn 
enough 
to 
pay for bread and 
decent 
clothes. 
And this is true in every line of 
labor. T his leads m e to the question w hich 
has for sonio years prevented im m igration 
to this State, und w ill continue to prevent 
it so long as the stream o f Chinese labor 
pours into us. 
Except th e railroad land 
grants and the little G overnm ent land now 
subject to entry, as I said before, five h u n ­ 
dred m en own one half the agricultural 
lands of the State. 
80 long as these m en 
can com pete w ith the other h a lf of the 
land-ow ners, w ith this cheap labor, they 
wilt never subdivide th eir im m ense tracts 
of land, or part w ith them a t a price w hich 
w ouid allow the ordinary farm er to m ake a 
living off of them by his own labor. 
It is 
a settled principle of political econom y 
th at a com m unity w hich is a consum er is 
also a producer. 
A Chinese population is 
not a consum ing population. 
In other 
words, if th e hundred thousand Chinese 
laborers were whites, they would consum e 
at least three tim es us m uch as the Chinese 
do, and th u s create a local dem and for 
three tim es greater production. 
At least 
tw o-thirds of the clothing and personal 
effects o f the Chinese are brought from 
China, so th at we can say th a t practically 
they add nothing to the w ealth of the State 
by their consum ption, and all the wage3 
paid them for th eir labor is sent ou t of the 
country. 
“ T he A siatic civilization m ay be higher 
th an ours. 
I don't care how they class it, 
bu t it will not am algam ate w ith ours, nor 
can people w ith our civilization live under 
it. 
W e have passed the point, w hich the 
fram ers of th e C onstitution had in view 
w hen they invited the oppressed of all n a ­ 
tions to seek an asylum on our shores. 
W e are now bound to protect our own peo­ 
ple and while we m aintain free schools and 
teach our children to use luxuries u n ­ 
know n to the Asiatics we m ust not expect 
them to compete in the race o f life w ith a 
class of toilers who can subsist on w hat 
w ould not have fed and clothed a slave in 
th e Cotton 8tates. If th e railroads are to 
prosper they m ust have a consum ing and, 
consequently, a producing population, and 
this cannot be until we aj-e rid of the Chi­ 
nese laborera.” 
I do not pretend to give all tbat Mr. Gage 
said on this subject, but give his main 
points.

H u n n ias (H im alayan natives) 
drin k tea 
w hieh comes from C hina in sm all packets, 
m ade u p o f the large leaves, sm all branches, 
seeds, etc.. form ing a m ass reduced to the 
sm allest possible size by pressure, and 
rendered som etim es still m ore com pact by 
a slight addition of sheep’s blood. 
The 
H unnias travel great distances, living only 
on tea and w hat the H indus call stutoo— 
th a t is, flour m ade from roasted beans or 
peas. To prepare the tea. they boil the 
leaves for som e honra—all night, in fact, if 
they are in cam p—in a sm all earthen p o t; 
then they pour out the infusion into a large 
basin full of hot w ater, adding som e Balt 
and clarified butter (ghee), If they happen 
to have it. 
A ll these n aturally m ake a 
k ind of soup; and the natives can live on 
it several m onths, and 
undergo severe 
fatigne w ithout taking any other nourish­ 
m ent. 
“ T he m ethod adopted by the Mon­ 
gols and other T artar tribes for the prepar­ 
ation of tea in bricks is," says Johnston, in 
his ‘ Chem istry of Common Life,’ “ i t is 
believed, th at w hich extracts from the 
leaves th e greatest possible amount of 
nourishment. 
T hey scrapo the tea into 
fine powder, and boil it in the alkaline 
water of the steppes, adding some fat and 
salt, after which they pour off the liquid, 
leaving tho deposit. 
They drink twenty, 
even forty, glasses of this liquid in the day, 
m ixing in it some honey and butter with a 
little roast m eat; 
but with only a little 
m ilk instead o f the meat, they can subsist 
many weeks with this drink "for sole sus­ 
tenance.”—[Chambers’ Journal. 


T o u c h in g S tory o t S o u th e r n D e p r iv a tio n 
D a r in g th e W a r. 
[From the Cosmopolitan. | 
A t a recent political gathering in Tus- 
cum bia, Ala., General Cullen A. B attle re­ 
lated the follow ing touching story in the 
course of his sp eech : D uring th e w inter 
of 1863-64 it was m y duty to be president 
of one of the Courts-m artial of the A rm y of 
N orthern V irginia. 
One bleak December 
m orning, w hile the 
snow covered the 
ground, and th e w ind howled around our 
cam p, I left m y bivouac fire to attend the 
session of Court. 
W inding for m iles along 
uncertain paths, I ut length arrived at the 
C ourt ground, a t R ound Oak church. 
Day 
after day it had been our duty to try the 
soldiers of th at arm y charged "with viola­ 
tion of m ilitary law s; b nt never had I on 
uiiy previous occasion been greeted by such 
anxious spectators as on th at m orning 
aw aited th e opening of Court. 
Case after 
case was disposed of, and a t length the case 
of th e 
Confederate 
States 
vs. Edw ard 
Cooper was called—charge, desertion. 
A 
low m u rm u r rose spontaneously from the 
battle-scarred spectators, as th e young ar­ 
tillerym an arose from the prisoner’s bench, 
and 111 response to the question "G u ilty or 
not guilty?” answ ered, "N o t guilty.” 
T he Judge Advocate was proceeding to 
open the prosecution w hen the Court, 
observing th a t the prisoner was unattended 
by counsel, interposed and inquired of the 
accused, “ W ho i3 your counsel?" 
H e re - 
plied, “ I have no counsel.” Supposing 
th at it was his purpose to represent him ­ 
self before th e Court, the Judge Advocate 
was instructed to proceed. 
Every charge 
and specification against th e prisoner was 
sustained. 
The prisoner was then told to 
iutroduco his witnesses. 
H e replied, “ I 
have no witnesses.” 
Astonished at the 
calm ness w ith w hich he seemed to be sub­ 
m itting to w hat be regarded as inevitable 
fate, I said to him , “ H ave you no defense? 
Is it possible th at you abandoned your com­ 
rades and deserted your colors in the pres­ 
ence of the enem y w ithout any reason?” 
H e replied, "T h ere was a reason, bu t it 
w ill n ot avail m e before a m ilitary Court." 
I said, “ Perhaps you are m istaken; you 
arc charged w ith the highest crim e know n 
to m ilitary law. and it is 
your duty 
to m ake 
know n 
the causes 
th at in- 
fiiienced 
your actions." 
For the first 
tim e his m anly form trem bled and his 
blue eyes sw am in teai-3. 
A pproaching the 
President of th e Court ho presented a let­ 
ter, saying as he did so, “ There. General, is 
w hat did it." 
I opened the letter, and in a 
m om ent m y eyes filled w ith tears. 
It waa 
passed from one to another o f th e Court 
u ntil all had seen it. and those stern w ar­ 
riors, who had passed w ith Stonewall Ja c k ­ 
son through a hundred battles, wept like 
little children. 
Soon as I sufficiently re­ 
covered m y self-possession I read the letter 
as the defense o f the prisoner. 
It was in 
the w o rd s: 
Dear Edvox<D, 
I have always been proud of 
you; since your connection w ith the Coufeder- 
ato army I have been prouder of you than ever 
boiorc. I- would not have yvu du anything 
wrong for tiie world; but before God, Edward, 
unless you con:e hume wc m ust die. 
Last nipt 1 
1 was aroused by little Eddie’s oryirg. 
I caded 
and said, " W hat is the m atter, EdckcT’ and he 
said: " Oh, m am m a, I’m no hungryl” And 
Lucy, Edward, your darting Lucv, she never 
com plains, but she grow.- '.¡¡inner and thinner 
every day. Aud before God, Edward, unless 
you come home, we m ust die. 
Yocb M art. 
T urning to th e prisoner, I asked : “ W hat 
did you do when yon received this letter?” 
H u rep lied : " I m ade application f o r a 
furlough, and it was'rejected ; again I m ade 
application and it we.a rejected; a third 
tim e I m ade application and it was reject­ 
ed ; and that night as 1 wandered backw ard 
end forward in the cam p th in k in g of m y 
hom e, the m ild eyes of Lucy looking tip to 
me, and 
th e burning words of 
M ary 
sinking in my brain, I was no lonr-er he 
Confederate soldier, but Í was The father of 
Lucy and th e husband o f M ary, a

w ould hava passed those lines if . v.r 
gun 
in th e battery had been fired upok me. 
M ary ran out to m eet m e, her ar,gel arm s 
embrti a d me, and she w hispered : • Oh, E d­ 
ward, I am so h a p p y ; I am so glad you 
got your fu rlough?’" She m u st have felt 
iD cstm dder, for she turned as ; : i e as death, 
and catching her breath at cv j.y word, she 
said : * H ave you come tviiht it your fur­ 
lough?- Oh ! Edw ard, go 1 ...k l go back! 
Let m e and the children 
down together 
to th e grave; but. r.;>, tor heaven's sake, 
save the honor o! 'U irn am o l' 
And hero I 
am , gentlem en, n o t brought here by m ili­ 
tary power, but in obedience to the com ­ 
m and of M ary, to abide tho sentence of 
your Court." 
E very officer of th a t Court m artial felt 
th e force o f the prisoner’s words. 
Before 
them stood, in beatific vision, the eloquent 
pleader for a husband’s and a father's 
w rongs; b ut they had been trained by the 
great leader, R obert E. Lee, to tread the 
path of duty though the lightning flash 
scorched the ground bc-n ath their feet, and 
each in h is tu rn pronounced toe v e rd ic t- 
guilti-. 
Fortunately for hum anity, fortu­ 
nately for th e Confederacy, th e proceedings 
of the Court w ere reviewed by th e com ­ 
m anding General, and upon th e record was 
w ritten : 
H eaixjuartp.bs, A. n . V. 
The finding or the Court approved. Tiie pris­ 
oner Is pardoned,jond w ill report to his com ­ 
pany. 
R. E. U ts. General.

T h ea te r of th e R om noliun Xtelietlion, 
Eastern R oum elia is a State lying just 
south c f B ulgaria, from w hich it is divided 
by the B aikan m ountain range. 
It has an 
area o f 13.500 square miles, and a popula­ 
tion of 850,000, of w hom nearly 600.000 
are Bnlgars, 175.000 T urks, 40,000 Greeks, 
and th e rem ainder Gypsies, Jew s and A r­ 
m enians. 
l’iiilippopulis, the capital, con­ 
tains about 25,000 inhabitants. A gricult­ 
ure is the chief industry o f th e country, 
w heat, barley, rye an d corn being th a 
principal crops. 
A ttar of roses is also an 
im portant product, am ounting to $500,000 
yearly, and E astern R oum elia is tiie oniy 
Europcan country in which it is m ade. 
A 
considerable am ount o f wine, tobacco and 
silk cocoons is qlso pro-laced, and num er­ 
ous tive stock of all kinds. 
W oolen cloth 
is largely m anufactured in several places. 
T he State has, up to tho present, form ed a 
p art o f the T urkish Em pire. 
B ut th e 
T reaty ol B erlin (July 13, 1878) gave it lo­ 
cal adm inistrative autonom y, and provided 
tb at it should have a Christian Governor- 
G eneral. 
T he borders were to be fortified 
by the Porte, 1 nt internal order was to be 
m aintained by a local gendarm erie and 
local m ilitia, recruited w ith regard to the 
religion o f the people; and not even in the 
border fortresses was bo Porte to employ 
Basbi-Bazouks, Circassians or other irregu­ 
lar troops, nor in an y event w ere any 
T urkish troops to be quartered on th e peo­ 
ple. T he treaty also provided that w ith 
th e assent of the Pow ers th e Sultan should 
appoint th e G overnor-General o f E astern 
Roum elia, to hold office for five years. T he 
m an appointed to that office, who has now 
been deposed by peaceful revolution, was 
Gabriel Paclia Chrestovich, appointed May 
13, 1884, and installed Ju ly 3 .1831. 
B ulga­ 
ria, to which this revolutionary State has 
annexed itself, was by th at sam e Treaty of 
B erlin m ade an “ autonom ous and tribu­ 
tary principality ” under th e suzerainty of 
th e Sultan, having a Christian Governm ent 
and national m ilitia. 
T he reigning Prince, 
A lexander I., is son o f Prince A lexander of 
Hesse an d nephew of th e Em press of R u s­ 
sia. H e was, according to the treaty, elected 
by th e people and confirm ed by the Porte, 
w ith th e consent of th e Pow ers, his title 
being hereditary. 
Bulgaria has an area of 
24,360 square m iles and a population of 
m ore than 2,000,000, of w hom 1,400,000 are 
Bulgurs, 450,000 Turks, and the rest W alta- 
chians, Tziganes, gypsies, Jew s, etc. T h e 
Greek religion is the prevailing one, being 
accepted by three-fourths of th e people. 
Sofia, the capital, has 21,000 inhabitants: 
Varna, th e Black Sea port, 25,000. an* 
Shum la, 
R utschuk, 
Radzgrad. Sistova, 
Plevna, V idln and Tirnova, tho ancient 
capital, are cities from 10,000 to 25,COO in ­ 
habitants each. 
B ulgaria has a considera­ 
ble national arm y, a very sm all navy, and 
railroad and telegraph lines. 
Corn is the 
principal product aud woolen goods the 
m ost im portant article of m anufacture. 
T he country form erly belonged to H u n ­ 
gary, but was seized by the T urks in 1392.

B utter 
deep plates am i line w ith a plain paste. 
F ill w ith the fixture and bake In u m oder­ 
ate oven for over forty m inutes. 
Tom ato fritters are an agreeable entree. 
Use one part of stc-wed tom atoes, one sm all 
teaspoonfui of soda; -fir in flonr enough to 
m ake a batter, like th at for griddle cakes. 
n¡xve som e very hot lard on th e stove; 
drop ib e batter ip, a spoonful at a tim e, 
aud fry. 
An excellent recipe for m uffins is here 
given : F our quarts of sifted flour, one tea­ 
cupful cf sugar, ono tcacupful of butter, 
one cupful of yeast, four eggs, a little salt 
and two quarts of sweet m iik ; let this rise 
all night, after m ixing thoroughly.

dissolve an ounce and a h alf of clarified 
gelatine w ith a glass of water, m ix it w ith 
the p ulp and cool it partially, then m ix 
tire whole careful iy w ith a p in t of well- 
whipped cream .

CAUGHT IK HIS OWN TRAP, 


U r. Jam es Fox wan the junior partner in 
the firm of Plum ley A Fox, the principal 
solicitors in the somewhat dead-alive old 
Cathedral town of Slumborougli.

THOSE CLEVER GREEKS. 
If you turn a book upside down and look 
at the letters, every s will seem much sm all­ 
er ai the bottom than at the top, although, 
when the book is pronerly held, both 
halves appear the same size to the eye. 
The upper part of the type that prints 
the letters is made sm aller than the lower 
halt to correct the fault of the eye, which 
always slightly exaggerates the former. 
W hen the letter is turned over, this same 
trick of the sight makes the difference scent 
greater than it really is; and, of course, 
were it of the same width ail the way, it 
would still look uneven. 
In greater matters the false report • .f the 
eye is greater. It a tapering monument, 
like that on Bunker Hill, or like the 
Obelisk in Central Park, were made with 
perfectly straight sides, it would look to us 
—for, you see, we really can not trust onr 
own eyes—as if it were hollowed in a lit­ 
tle; f>r, us we should say in more scientific 
language, its sides would appear concave. 
Those clever Greeks, who did so many 
marvelous things in art, thought all this 
out, and made their architecture upon 
principles so subtle and so comprehensive 
that we have never been able to improve 
on them since. 
They found that their 
beautiful Doric columns, if made with 
straight sides, had the concave effect of 
which I have spoken ; end so, with the 
most delicate art in the world, they made 
the pillar swell a little at the middle, and 
then it appeared exactly right. 
This swelling of the column at its middle 
was called entasis. Of course it had to be 
calculated with the greatest nicety, and was 
actually so very slight that it -can only tie 
detected by delicate measurements; but it 
added greatly to the beauty of the columns 
and to their effectiveness. 
Then the lines which wore to look horij 
zontal had to receive attention. 
If you 
look at a long, perfectly level line, as the 
edge of a roof, for instance, it has the ap­ 
pearance of sagging toward the middle. 
The Greek architect coirected this fault by 
making his lines rise a little. The front of 
the Parthenon, at Athens, is one hundred 
and one feet three and a half inches long, 
and, in this, the rise from tbe horizontal is 
about two and one-eighth incites. 
In 
other words, there is a curvature upward 
that makes it a little more than two inches 
higher in the center then al the ends, and 
the effect of this swelling upward is to 
make the lines appear perfectly level. In ­ 
deed. this same Parthenon—the most beau­ 
tiful building in the world—when deli­ 
cately and carefully measured was found 
to be everywhere made a little incorrect, so 
that it may appear right, which is certainly 
what may be called an architectural para­ 
dox. The graceful columns, which seem 
to stand so straight, t.re made to lean in­ 
ward a little, since, if they were perfectly 
true and plumb, tin y would have the effect 
of leaning outward. The pillars at the cor­ 
ners slant inward more than tiro others, 
and everywhere the corners are made to 
lu rk square by’ being in truth a little 
broader angled, and lines are curved in or­ 
der that they shall appear straight to the 
eye.—[Arlo Bates, in St. Nicholas for Octo­ 
ber. 
BEFORE PENS. 
The chisel was employed for inscribing 
on stone, wood and metal. It was so sharp­ 
ened as to suit the material operated on, 
and was dexterously handled by early art­ 
ists. The style, a sharp-pointed instrument, 
of metal, ivory or bone, was used for writ­ 
ing on wax tablets. The style was unsuit­ 
able for holding a fluid ; hence a species of 
reed was employed for writing on parch­ 
ment. These styles and reeds were care­ 
fully kept in eases, and the writers had a 
sponge, knife and pumice stone, compass­ 
es for measuring, scissors for cutting, a 
puncheon to point out the beginning and 
end of each line, a rule to draw and divide 
the lines into columns, a glass containing 
sand, and 
another with writing fluid. 
These were the chief implements used for 
centuries to register fae.s and events. 
Reeds continued to he used until the eighth 
century, though quills were known in the 
middle of the seventh. The earliest author 
who uses the word “ penna” fo ra writing 
pen, is Isadorus, who lived in that century; 
and toward the end of it a Latin sonnet 
“ To a Ten,” was written by an Anglo- 
Saxon. But though quills were known at 
this period, they came into general use 
very slowly; for in 1433 a present of a bundle 
of quills was sent from Venice by a monk 
with a letter, in which he says: “Show this 
bundle to Brother Nicolas, that he may 
choose a quill.” The only other material 
to which we would refer is ink, the compo­ 
sition and colors of which were various. 
The black was made of burnt ivory and the 
liquor of the cuttlefish. We are not pre­ 
pared to say what other ingredients were 
used, or how it was manufactured, but 
these ancient manuscripts prove that the 
ink was of a superior description. Red, 
purple, silver arid gold inks were also used. 
The red was made from vermillion and 
carmine, the purple from murex, and the 
manufacture of these, especially the gold 
and silver varieties, was an expensive and 
lucrative business. 


AN ILLUMINATED NEST. 
The nest is in itself a beautiful and inge­ 
nious piece of work. The upper portion 
as divided into two chambers, one for 
Mother Baya while she is si tting, and one 
for Father Baya when he lias earned the 
right to rest by having provided his wife 
with food. The lower portion of the nest 
is a general living-room for the whole fam­ 
ily as soon as the little ones have grown 
strong enough to leave the upper chamber. 
Here is a home that might well be all that 
the most exacting could require, but hav­ 
ing provided for creature comfort the baya 
itas yet to gratify its sense of the beautiful. 
The little mother is hardly settled down 
when the male bird, having put the finish­ 
ing touches to the nest, darts forth and re­ 
turns with a fresh lump of clay, which he 
affixes to the inner wall of the nest. Then 
quickly away again to capture one of the 
living sparks of which there are myriads in 
the tropics. The firefly is secured to the 
intup of clay, and lights up the little home 
with its phosphorescent glow. Another 
and another are added, until the patient 
little mother has light enough to cheer her 
during the long dark night. After that 
one or more of the animated diamonds are 
fastened to the exterior, there to glitter and 
flash for the delectation of the outside 
world, for the baya is no selfish lover of 
art. H e does not lock his treasures up in 
his gallery, but is willing to share bis en­ 
joym ent with all. And what pleasure he 
does give can be easily comprehended by a 
slight effort of the imagination, which has 
only to picture a quaint little hut with 
overhanging eaves nestling in the gloom 
of a tangled tropical forest. From the 
eaves gently wave the gayly illuminated 
bird nest lanterns, shedding a soft, happy 
home light on the poor little cottage, which 
loses its wretchedness for the tim e being, 
and is transformed into a fairy palace.

The letter never reaches its destination, and 
pretty soon we get a complaining letter 
stating tho circumstances. 
Now, if the 
supposed casa were an isolated one we 
probably could do nothing. The letter in 
going from Boston to Kansas City would 
pass through thirty or forty hands, aud it 
would be useless to try to fix the blame. 
But the Boston m an’s case is not isolated. 
Every day we get from one to fifty sintilur 
complaints from all over the country, aud 
this fact, as yon will see, enables us to lo­ 
cate the mischief.

wo ascertain

was mailed, aud its address. Then we are 
ready for the map I spoke of. 
1 take the 
Boston 
m an’s 
letter 
and 
a 
bunch 
of 
sim ilar 
complaints, and 
then 
I 
begin to 
stick 
pins 
into 
my map. 
I know just the route which a letter 
would take to go from Boston to Kansas 
City, ami I stick pins along to sketch out 
this course. Then I take the next com­ 
plaint. Ferhaps this is from a man who 
lost money transmitting it from Mobile to 
Chicago. 
Very well, 
i trace out the line 
such a letter would take. A third, perhaps, 
was sent from New York to San Francisco, 
the fourth from New Orleans to Buffalo, 
the tilth from Saginaw City to Philadelphia, 
and so on. Now, before very long, the map 
begins to look quite interesting. The pins 
are strewn all over the country, but we no­ 
tice one track—say, for instance, between 
Chicago a,id Cleveland—where all the lines 
unite.

“ Ah, there" you ask me too hard a ques­ 
tion, ’ said the Inspector,” I'm sure 1 can’t 
tell. 
I only know they do, and the history 
of almost all eases is the same. 
A postal 
clerk will be tempted, and will steal a letter 
that he feels has money in it. For the next 
few days he is scared to death. 
He thinks 
everybody reads his guilt in his face, and 
he is certain he will be caught and put in 
prison. He resolves never to steal another 
letter, and possibly he does not. 
But gen­ 
erally in about a month or two his fear and 
remorse have worn oil’. Evidently he has 
not been caught and is not suspected. A 
good chance comes, and he steals another 
letter. This time he does not wait a month 
before be trie3 it again, and before long he 
is stealing all the letters he gets hold of 
which contain money. About this time I 
am sticking pin» into my map. 
It is sure 
death. Sometimes we get. more than one, 
as fishers will now and then land two or 
three fish at once when the biting is very 
lively. W e caught three in two weeks once 
in different parts of the country, when we 
supDosed we were after only one.” 
“ ’But why do men keep on stealing when 
they see others caught, and understand that 
the machinery of detection is so perfect?” 
again asked the reporter. 
“ As I said before,” replied the Inspector, 
“ that I can't answer, except in this way : 
Every rogue tliinks him self a little smarter 
than anybody else. He sees that others 
are caught, but he thinks that he is too 
cunning, and can cover his tracks.”

R e m a r k a b l e

It was remarkable that the light 
as is generally the case with an electrical 
discharge in tlie atmosphere—did not as­ 
sume the form of bunches of stream­ 
ers, but at one time 
flared 
up in­ 
tensely, and 
at 
other 
times formed 
narrow 
bands 
across 
the 
clouds. 
Above 
tlie 
latter 
there was a faint 
bluish reflection. The lake lay as calm as 
a mirror, and though an optical illusion 
was uncommon in these parts, the western 
shore seemed close to the town, while the 
eastern disappeared in the clouds. Except 
the electricity-laden clouds in the north, 
the sky was clear, stars shone and the full 
moon was bright. Below the latter the 
sky seemed faintly red, compared with the 
intense electric light. At Katrineholm the 
same phenomenon was seen in the north­ 
east. 
Here an intense glare was seen 
above a cloud, assuming the appearance of 
two gigantic lustrous trees, which re­ 
mained thus for half an hour, when it 
changed into a variety of forms. There 
was no noise accompanying the phenom­ 
enon, which lasted in both places for 
about an hour. It is not probable that the 
phenomenon could have been of auroral 
nature on account of the brightness under 
a full moon.—[Nature.

THE SCHOOL REVENUE SYSTEM AND 
THE BULLETIN. 


Our contemporary, the San Francisco 
Bulletin, is possessed by a nightmare on 
the subject of the support o f the common 
schools hv uniform contribution by all the 
State. 
Periodically it revives the subject,, 
and on each occasion grows wilder con­ 
cerning it. 
Reduced to its essence this is 
the trouble with the Bulletin. 
Under our 
present system the school funds are appor. 
tioned among the counties, according to a 
rate measured by the number of children 
within school census ages. 
In the nature 
of things, this gives some outlying counties, 
thinly settled, more school money than 
they pay into the school fund, while some 
other localities pay out to the school fund 
a good deal more than they receive from 
it for school purposes. 
Of this latter 
class is the city and county of San Fran­ 
cisco. 
T o this state of things the Bulletin 
strenuously objects, denouncing the system 
as unjust. It is obvious to any intelligence, 
that if the sums returned to a county were 
equivalent, in dollars and cents, to the 
sum it contributes, there would he no need 
of the State acting intermediary between 
the collection and the payment out of the 
fund. 
So it would amount to this, that 
each school district would support itself. 
Now it goes without saying that such a 
plan is the most prim itive of methods, and 
would strike at the very foundation and 
root of t he system of popular free educa­ 
tion. 
It would follow that the feeble dis­ 
tricts would be unable to maintain schools 
at all, since the taxation would lie heavier 
tbau they could possibly bear. 
The pres­ 


ent system is based upon the oneness of the 
people's interests in the matter of the schools 
of the State. 
County and district lines 
and boundaries are mere geographical con­ 
veniences for the more economic and ready 
administration of the affairs of govern­ 
ment. 
There is but one sovereignty in a 
State, and that is the State. 
The counties 
arc not sovereign nor indej>endent in any 
sense whatever. 
The citizen gains no 
right by reason of such geographical d i­ 
visions. 
The system on which the com­ 
mon schools are supported and conducted 
is a State system, with certain local gov­ 
erning and administrative functions con­ 
ferred upon districts as mere matters of 
convenience, and these exist only at the 
pleasure of the one sovereign— the State— 
which may change, narrow, enlarge or 
withdraw them at will. 
The principle on 
which the school revenue system rests is, 
that the interests of all the people are in 
the education of all the people. To change 
this to read, “ The interests of the people 
in the common school system are limited 
by the capacity of school districts,” would 
lie to say to the new counties, and those 
as yet not fully developed, “ You shall l>e 
handicapped ; your children shall not en­ 
joy equal privileges with those of more 
thickly-settled sections; you shall be pun­ 
ished because of your distance from popu­ 
lous centers, and the lack of inhabitants 
as compared with the hives of the cities.” 
Obviously, to enunciate such a doctrine 


would be to put an end to the system it­ 


self. 
Let us carry out the Bulletin's logic to 
its legitim ate conclusion. 
If it is unjust 
that a county should pay to the State more 
than it receives back for school purposes, 
it is unjust that one part of a district 
should pay more for school purposes than 
it receives for the schools of its particular 
section, and therefore the populous end of 
a district would be justified in seeking to be 
set off from that part of its own subdivision 
that contributes a lesser amount. 
But 
to go further still, those who have no 
children to be educated would have a 
stronger case in justice in objecting to the 
levy of any tax upon them whatever for 
school purposes, and, that being conceded, 
we should be handicapping paternity, of­ 
fering by actual exem ption a premium 
upon celibacy and a prize for the crime of 
infanticide and the prevention of concep­ 
tion. Yet it is logically demonstrable that 
this is the legitim ate outcome of the Bulle­ 
tin’s theory. 
But, viewed in a purely commercial 
light, the argument of the Bulletin is 
equally as fallacious. 
It is obviously to 
the best interest of the metropolis that the 
population of consumers should be pushed 
to and maintained at the maximum. Now 
whatever tends to render country residence 
undesirable tends to retard its develop­ 
ment and to lessen the consuming imputa­ 
tion. 
To handicap the advantages of edu­ 
cating the children of the people is to 
drive them to localities where no such 
disability exists, and thus the commercial 
interests of San Francisco would suffer. 
It 
is scarcely necessary to consider the moral 
side of the question, and the relation of 
ignorance to crime ; nor vet the economic 
side, and the relation of general intelli­ 
gence to the economies of State govern­ 
ment. 
The immediate occasion for the latest 
attempt of our esteemed contemporary to 
break down the present system is the act 
of the State Board of Equalization in re­ 
fusing to consider this alleged inequality 
of taxation in equalizing the assessment 
rolls of the counties. 
To he logical and 
consistent the Bulletin should have also 
cited to the Board that it is a fact that 
San Francisco has not for many years paid 
her due proportion of poll-tax, while in 
the 
outlying 
counties 
it 
is 
collected 
very closely. 
An exam ination of the Con­ 
troller’s report will show the Bulletin that 
in this regard the city of San Francisco 
has long been a delinquent in contribu­ 
tions to the school fund. 


LIFE AFTEH DEATH. 


Dr. Richardson, according to the Popular 
Science Monthly, has recently propounded a 
rather startling question, “ May not life be 
restored to the body after .actual death ? ” 
A s men now understand the theory of life 
the response must he in the negative. But 
Richardson cites some testimony that gives 
ground for an ailirmative answer. 
Thus, 
by combining artificial circulation with 
artificial respiration, a dog was restored to 
life an hour and five minutes after having 
been killed by an overdose of chloroform, 
and the heart having become jierfectly still 
and cold and was passing into rigidity. 
Again, animals that have been killed by 
suffocation and partially dissected were 
brought to such a state of muscular irrita­ 
bility that the experiment was stopped for 
fear that they would return to conscious, 
sentient life. 
Frogs poisoned by nitrate of 
amyl were restored after nine days of ap­ 
parent death, and in one case after signs of 
putrefactive change had commenced. The 
action of peroxide of hydrogen in reani­ 
mating the blood and restoring heat in a 
really dead body is quite startling. 
From 
these observations W. Mattieu W illiam s 
tiiinks the conclusion is justifiable that “ a 
drowned or suffocated man is not hope­ 
lessly dead so long as the bodily organs 
remain uninjured by violence or disease, 
and the blood remains sufficiently liquid 
to be set in motion artificially and supplied 
with a little oxygen to start the chemical 
movements of life.” 
Of course until science has actually 
brought to life a human lod y that has 
been actually dead, that is, from the state 
which we define to lie death, the whole 
subject must be one of speculation. 
But 
assuming that the theory is possible of de­ 
monstration, and that one, in whom the 
circulation of the blood and the pulsations 
of the heart have actually ceased, and the 
breathing of air into the lungs has come to 
an end— one from whom consciousness has 
departed and 
in 
whom sensation has 
ceased—assuming that in such a liodv life 
may be revived and consciousness restored, 
what becomes of the doctrine that the 
body is dependent for its vitality, not alone 
to physical conditions, but to occupancy by 
the immaterial part—the soul ? 
If that 
has once severed its relation to the body, 
and life may lie restored, it involves the 
rehabilitation of the casket with the es­ 
sence of life, intelligence, thought, reason 
and all other soul attributes. 
Of course it 
is profitless to speculate upon a mere the­ 
ory of this kind, but when an approach is 
made to restoration of life symptoms, it is 
at least well to he kept informed of the 
theories of science and the groping for sup­ 
posed new truths. 
But in this ease the 
reasonableness of the belief in the soul, in 
its immortality, and in its severance from 
the body at death, gives the lie to even the 
possibility of science ever restoring life to 
the body which has been once dead. 


A NEW CBAZE. 


It was looked upon as a certainty that 
with the decadence of the crazy-quilt 
craze, some other mania would seize upon 
the female population. 
It has come a lit­ 
tle sooner, however, than was anticipated, 
for the quilt of many colors has not yet 
entirely “ lost its grip.” 
T he new craze is 
the makiug and decorating of “ fir” pil­ 
lows. 
The disease has seized with full 
force upon the good ladies of Maine, and 
the symptoms have appeared in Massachu­ 
setts. Firs, pines and spruces are the objects 
now of great solicitation, and much of their 
foliage no longer fall to earth to manure 
the soil. 
It is torn from the parent stem 
by tajier fingers, or for them, and chival­ 
rous young manhood is sent out upon 
knightly errands for the fair, to conquer 
the evergreens of the hills and bear the 
palms of victory to the feet of its god­ 
dess. 
It is said that up in Maine women, 
old and young, can be seen tramping 
through the streets iadened with these em­ 
blems of conquest over the resinous kings 
of the mountain tops. The foliage is dried 
in the sunlight and yields a healthful and 


delightful fragrance, which has heretofore 
been comparatively unknown to the fash­ 
ionable world, and has wasted its sweet­ 
ness upon the rough hunters of the moun­ 
tain hights, and the few who have, in 
summer, worshiped in Clod’s first temples. 
The foliage is packed into a stout muslin 
case. 
Over this comes the embroidered 
cover case— and here Ls where the mani­ 
festations of art tastes come in. 
These 
covers are of linen, canvas, pongee, satin, 
plushes, silks and other rich fabrics. 
Em­ 
broidery flosses, of all possible kinds and 
shades, are used, and the work of decora­ 
tion begins. 
These pillows are adorned 
with all manner of devices and symbols; 
perhajis a design of a fir tree, a cone, a 
mountain, a bit of landscajie, etc., as taste 
and ingenuity suggest. 
So, too, they bear 
mottoes, such as “ G ive me of your lialiin 
O fir tree;” or “ The murmuring pines and 
the hem locks;” or “ Dreams of the for­ 
est ;” or “ The breath of the fir we have 
always with us.” 
These pillows are far 
superior to the ordinary sofa pillows, are 
decidedly more healthful, and for the 
heated brow and aching head are soothing 
influences. 
They pervade the air of the 
sick chamber witli their gentle and restful 
odors, and bring to the weary dreams of 
the mountain side and the glories of the 
hills. 


THE HOTEL IN YOSEMITE. 


There were a few short-sighted people, 
and some journals, that ought to have 
known better, who objected to the State 
building a hotel in'Y osem ite valley, and 
ridiculed the idea as absurd. 
But the 
Legislature wisely thought differently, and 
now the hotel is to be built, and is to be 
located beneath the overhanging glories of 
Glacier Point, where good drainage is as­ 
sured, and ample space at command is a l­ 
ready beautified l>v natural gardening. 
Of 
course no reason can be advanced worthy 
consideration why the State should not 
erect, own and control the houses upon 
her own property. 
It is the only way she 
can properly administer the splendid trust 
placed in 
her 
by 
the 
Federal 
Gov­ 
ernment. 
It 
is 
the 
only 
way 
she 
can assure the tourists against imposition, 
and guarantee the people good aeeommoda- 
tion when they visit the valley. For years 
she has endeavored to control those who 
sell accommodations in the valley, and has 
regulated charges for services. 
It is there­ 
fore em inently proper that she should 
have a decent hotel building to rent to 
land lor,Is. 
It w ill contribute to the travel 
to the valley, enhance the value anil rental 
of the privileges the State lets in those 
grounds, and will stim ulate the desire of 
the people of the world to visit the valley. 
In fact, this great possession should be, 
and w ill be, a source of great profit to the 
people of California, by drawing to our 
State visitors who else would never come. 
The Commissioners should not be niggard 
in building the new hotel, hut get the best 
possible building for the money, ami we 
do not believe the people would murmur if 
it costs som ething more than the sum al­ 
lotted, for it is clear that the appropria­ 
tion was not nearly so large as the need 
demands. 


DEFICIENT LAWS. 


The dispatches dilate upon the discov 
ery that a young American woman has 
been found in an Italian insane asylum, 
where she has been confined for two years 
by a dissolute husband, in order to rid 
him self of her, though she was perfectly 
sane. 
It is a sad ease, of course, hut there 
can be no question that there are many 
sane people confined in our private, and, 
possibly, in our State, insane asylums. We 
do not appear to have attained a condi­ 
tion in government in which such things 
would be impossible. 
In this very matter 
we have not progressed a step in the last 
century, and it is no more difficult now to 
lock up a troublesome relative, on the plea 
that he or she is insane, than it was a 
hundred years ago. 
Only the other day, 
in Pennsylvania, a woman was released 
from an insane retreat where she had licen 
confined for a quarter of a century by 
jealous relatives who coveted the manage­ 
ment of her estates. 
Though the woman 
was sane and without mental (law, she 
had, under the laws of our civilization, 
found it impossible to secure her release, 
and it only came at the last because she 
had outlived her persecutors. 
Yes, in this 
matter, our laws are wofully deficient, and 
afford rascals the broadest opportunity to 
perpetrate great outrages. 


B ish o p J o h n S h a r p is the sharpest 
man in Utah, it must be confessed. 
Being 
shrewd enough to see that Mormonism has 
got to the end of its rope, he walks into 
Court and pleads guilty, witli a supplement 
to the effect that he never w ill sin against 
the law again. 
The Court, knowing as 
well as Sharp, the influence of the latter 
among the lowly of the Church of Jesus 
Ciirist of Latter Day Saints, let John off 
with a reprimand. 
Now there is weeping 
and wailing and gnashing of teeth among 
the high priests lie cause of Sharp's hack- 
sliding. 
The day is not far distant when 
these same unctuous old polygamists will 
cry out for the rocks and the hills to fall 
upon them, because they were such fools as 
to deride the calculating John Sharp, 
Bishop, and refused to follow his wise 
advice. 


T h e Santa Rosa Democrat says that “ all 
this talk about dividing the State is fool­ 
ish, because the people of the State will 
not consent to it.” 
No, not until they are 
so rich that they will prefer to support 
two State governments instead of one, as 
a pure luxury. 
Besides, what warrant 
have our southern brethren that a new 
State Board of Equalization would not act 
as has this one— that it might not deem it 
its liounden duty, under oath of office, to 
raise here and lower there a local assess­ 
ment. 
Because a State Board, represent­ 
ative of all the people, lias attempted to 
equalize assessments, it does not follow that 
it is an attack upon the southern counties 
by those of the north. 
State division is 
no remedy for what the south complains of. 


T h e r e is one thing about the President’s 
policy concerning which there can be no 
mistake— he ousts good Republican Post­ 
masters with unerring certainty. 
We do 
not know of a case in which he has “ fired” 
a Republican Postoffice magnate that the 
man was not a straight-out, true-blue, 
dyed-in-the-wool black Republican. 
So, 
too, he makes contrasts as strong as is pos­ 
sible, and invariably seats a Democrat, 
concerning whose stripe down the spinal 
column there can be no mistake.

T h e D ism issa l o f C ases. 
Eos. R ecobd-U nion : I see un article in 
the Democratic paper, the Sun, under the 
head, “ A Bad Precedent,” stating that 
Judge Van Fleet ought to be censured for 
dismissing the cases of W ilson and Mead. 
Now I would like to say a few words 
through your valuable paper in vindication 
of the act, although not an attorney in the 
case, nor have I any interest therein. 
It 
was precisely such a ease as the law points 
out where a dismissal may be had. Sec­ 
tion 1377 of the Penal Code reads as fol­ 
lows : “ W hen a defendant is held to answer 
on a charge of misdemeanor, for which the 
person injured by the act constituting the 
offense has a remedy by civil action, the 
offense may be compromised as provided 
in the next section, except when it is com ­ 
mitted—first, by or upon an officer of jus­ 
tice while in the execution of the duties of 
his office; second, riotously; third, with 
an intent to commit a felony.” 
Section 1378 reads as follow s: “ If the 
party injured appears before the Court to 
which the depositions are required to he re­ 
turned. at any time before trial, and ac 
knowledges that he has received satisfac­ 
tion for the injury, the Court may, in its 
discretion, on payment of the costs in­ 
curred. order all proceedings to be stayed 
upon the prosecution, and the defendant 
to be discharged therefrom ; but in such 
case the reasons for the order must be set 
forth therein, and entered on the minutes. 
The order is a bar to another prosecution 
for the same offense.” 
Section 1379 reads as follows: “ No pub­ 
lic offense can be compromised, nor can 
any proceeding or 
prosecution for the 
punishment thereof upon a compromise be 
staid, except as provided in this chapter.” 
This is what Judge Vail Fleet did in that 
case in strict compliance with the law, and 
there is no law in the C ole authorizing a 
dismissal of the case upon a compromise 
only when a person has been examined in 
the lower Court and held to aiwcer to the 
Superior C ourt; yet I know of a practice 
in the lower Courts, of weekly and almost 
daily occurrence, dismissing cases on a 
compromise and on payment o f $2 50 costs, 
and on motion of the prosecuting attorney, 
and no notice is taken of it by the Sun or 
any other paper that I know of. 
Section 1382 provides for dismissal of 
cases in the Superior Court on certain con­ 
tingencies not necessary to mention here. 
Section 10 o f the Penal Code makes it a 
misdemeanor for the Clerk of the Police 
Court to receive the $2 50 costs. H e is only 
entitled to costs in cases of conviction, and 
a compromise is not a conviction. 
But 
mpr 
these things are winked at.

must say, after a year’s experience, that it 
¡s too — hot by a long sight. 
1 understand 
there are some fine lands in the north sec­ 
tion, where a man won’t Iiterallv roast if 
left i:i the sun. 
I hear that around 
, 
for instance, there are farms in part hilly, 
tit for grazing, and part level, fit for fruit, 
grain, etc. 
I would like to locate in a place 
similar to that description, with unques­ 
tionable 
water 
privileges. 
1 
want 
160 acres, 
say 
50 on 
the level, 
and 
100 or so for grazing purposes. 
I want 
to he within a few (say five) miles o f a 
railroad line. 
I expect to come north in 
October prospecting. 
I don’t want to pav 
over $2,500 or $3,000; about $1.500 down, 
balance in one or two years. 
I might be 
satisfied with a place of 50 or L00 acres 
about .50 good for range. 
Idease send me a 
m ap of the region and a catalogue of de­ 
sirable places, if possible.”

J apanese B amboo.—It. \V. Lewis has 
sent this office a stalk o f bamboo, about 
thirteen feet in bight, and the following 
n o te: “ I send you a stalk of bamboo, cut 
from a clump on m y lawn, of this year’s 
growth. 
The root was bought five years 
ago, under the name of Japanese bamboo. 
The annual growth is about the bight of 
this sample, and is cut down each winter, 
to start afresh in spring as an ornamental 
shrub, on account of its striped leaf and 
general beauty. 
The root stools out rapid­ 
ly, and its extra growth has been given or 
thrownjaway—to keep it from spreading 
over too large a space. This is one o f ninety 
stem s growing in an area two feet square, 
long and short. 
If left to stand the second 
5ear. the leaves are much smaller, the stem 
harder, the general appearance less attrac­ 
tive, and the growth no higher. 
I send 
you also a walking stick cut from a second 
year’s growth, which is quite firm in text­ 
ure. yet lacking in strength.”

5 OTES. 


Target Practice—Cutup Allowance Suit— 
C om pany 11 G oing to W ood lan d —E tc. 
The annual target-shoot of the companies 
o f the First Artillery took place last Mon­ 
day and Tuesday, and for the little practice 
the men have in this branch o f the ser­ 
vice. and the encouragement they receive 
from the State to practice frequently, the 
result may be considered fair. The percent­ 
age will be low for each company, because 
all who did not shoot—and they were 
m any—wiil be counted as having shot five 
times, and missed the target. 
Frequent 
practice at the ranges entails quite an ex­ 
pense on the men, the ammunition having 
to be furnished at their own expense, and 
until this is remedied, and the State fur­ 
nishes powder and ball to practice with, we 
need not look for much improvement in j •' 
markmanship. 
Each company draws but 
one hundred dollars per month from the 
State, which is barely sufficient to clothe 
the men, pay armory rent and incidental 
expenses. Considering this state o f affairs, 
the wonder is that so many of the men 
practice as m uchas they now do at their 
own expense in order to become good shots. 
At the Military Convention, which will 
be held some time before the next Legisla­ 
ture convenes, this subject should be taken 
up. and an amendment added to the Politi­ 
cal Code, which would compel every m em­ 
ber of the National Guard to practice at 
least once a month instead of once a year, 
the State to furnish ammunition, so manv 
rounds per man, for such practice, and to 
provide that a competent instructor should 
always be at the ranges to teach new begin­ 
ners "how to hold and sight the guns. 
It is

t a w W ant :-d to P ro tect Y.Tld D ucks. 
Eds. Kecohd-Knion : I noticed an article 
in your issue of September 23d, taken Irom 
the I.iuteb H at (Placer county) Times of 
September I7tb, entitled “ unjust Game 
Laws,” in which complaint is made as to 
the time set for killing mountain quail. 
Now i have a complaint to make, also, 
about what I shall entitle “ Unjust No 
Oaiiie Law.” The ljr.-'t law we had in this 
State for ‘.he protection of ducks only speci­ 
fied the "m allard and wood, or summer 
duck,” which left a large •■peningfor ¡.in t­ 
ers ami sports to kill all species of the 
above bird, and by dressing—that is, pluck­ 
ing the feathers and cutting the heads and 
feet off— no one but an expert could swear 
to the name of the duck. Then there was 
a;i amendment made to that law. including 
all of the iiat-bill species; the close season 
being from the 15th day of March to the 
15th day of September of each year. 
That was a good and just law, but there 
was a class of rich farmers in Colusa county 
th at thought, or imagined, that thev were 
being ruined by a few mallard and widgeon 
ducks, for that’is the only kind that do any 
damage to grain. These farmers, not wiih- 
ing to let the poor hunter live, and wishing 
to have the ducks destroyed and driven 
from the country, had a bill passe 1 at the 
legislative term before the last repealing 
the duck law altogether. 
Now ducks can 
be killed all seasons of the year, shot of! 
their nests, eggs and young destroyed, and 
a class of men that followed shooting 
ducks for a livelihood m ust go hungry, so 
that the rich farmer may put a few more 
dollars in his pocket. Thus it is the big fish 
eat up the little ones. 
About the 1st of August of this year, and 
even before that time, every man and boy 
that could handle a shotgun, and lived in 
the vicinity of a lake or pond, was out 
shooting, almost before the birds were able 
to fly, and many sacks of ducks were 
shipped to San Francisco when the ther­ 
mometer was up in the nineties, and 
dumped in the hay on the day of arrival, 
fn fact, they were spoiled before they ar­ 
rived. lti some few cases, where shipments 
arrived in fair condition, the weather was 
so warm that there was no demand for 
gatue, and the dealers were compelled toi 
sell at any price they could get to get rid of { 
them . Consequently prices were only about 
one-tinlf, or less than half, of what they 
should have been. Had there been a law 
to protect that class of game until the 15lh 
of September, it would have been in better 
condition and more in demand, brought 
better prices and remunerated the hunter 
for his work. 
I ask now that the sporting clubs of this 
Plate, and men that follow cluck shooting 
for a livelihood—m en that like to live and 
let live—should join together and use every 
means in their power to have the duck law 
go into effect again, for it wa3 a good law 
as to tim e and penalties for violation, and 
could not be made better. 
As I have said 
that it was only the mallard and widgeon 
which destroyed grain, I will venture to 
assert that to take the average grain-raising 
acreage in the State, and the num ber of the 
kind of ducks that feed on it, and it would 
not he found that there are two bits to the 
acre of grain destroyed by ducks. It is the 
geese that cause the destruction, for there 
are six or seven different kinds of them, 
and they all iced on grain iu every ntugc. 
Now, let some lovers of proteetivelaws 
for ducks, who are more capable of writing 
articles on the subject than I am, agitate 
the question before and at the next session 
of the Legislature, and have this “ unjust 
no law on ducks” wiped out.

and now large fields of green greet the eye 
where sir months ago there was nothing 
but sage brush. Jt is'intended to increase 
the acreage of alfalfu to ten times its pres­ 
ent area, and it is expected that when the 
valley becomes saturated thoroughly with 
water very little irrigation will be neces­ 
sary for grazing lands, and the meadows 
will not require near so much water affer a 
year or two. The success of this the first 
experiment made in the county, if not” in 
the State, of storing water in the early 
summer, when it is plenty, for irrigating 
later in the season, when it is scarce, has 
added thousands of dollars to the taxable 
property of Humboldt and Elko counties, 
and will doubtless induce others to reclaim 
the deserts where the situation is favorable 
for making similar reservoirs.—{Winne- 
mucca Silver State. 


A r te s ia n W e lls . 
The Mobile Register makes the following 
comments on well-boring along the Gulf 
coast: 
The success attained by the late Charles 
T. Howard, of New Orleans, in his efforts 
to sink an artesian well at.h's soiuluer 
residence nt Biloxi, Mis»., has apparently 
been accepted by a large number of prop­ 
erty owners on the Gulf shore as a satis­ 
factory solution of the water supply prob­ 
lem, and, to judge from present indications, 
confidence in the system is rapidly increas­ 
ing throughout that section. 
John T. Hardie recently purchased a set 
of tools and caused a well to be sunk on 
his property at Bass Christian, securing an 
abundant supply of water at a depth of 
about 450 feet. 
Mr. Hardie subsequently 
sold liis machinery to the I<ouisville and 
Nashville Railroad Company, and that 
corporation caused the sinking of asplendid 
well at Lake Catherine station, as was re­ 
cently detailed in the Register. 
In the meantime F. clutter, of Pass 
Christian, purchased from the patentee of 
the hydraulic well sinking process the ex­ 
clusive right to use that system in*,Southern 
Mississippi, and has made quite a number 
of contracts with property-owners at differ­ 
ent points on the coast. H e is now work­ 
ing at Pass Christian on the property of E. 
Conery, Jr., and, as soon as he completes 
the well upon which he is now engaged, 
will sink them in succession on the prop­ 
erties of L. C. Fallon. I. E. Glrnny and E. 
Conery, Sr.. all of the same place. There­ 
after he will operate at Ocean Springs and 
Mississippi City, the well at the last named 
place being desired hv the county author- 
ites for use on the Court-house grounds. 


R eclaim ing th e I esert. 
Some years ago R. M. Graves and T. 1). 
Parkinson conceived the idea of building a 
dam in Willow creek, near the Humboldt 
and Elko boundary line, and storing water 
in a reservoir for the pun.io.se of irrigating 
land in Squaw valley. They invested con­ 
siderable money in the purchase of land 
and cattle to stock it with, where they pro­ 
posed building the reservoir, but had not 
means to carry out the projected enterprise. 
They endeavored to get San Francisco cap­ 
italists interested in the scheme, but w ith­ 
out success; then they went East to Chicago 
and New York, but capitalists considered 
the experiment too risky and would not 
invest a dollar. Finally Mr. Groves went 
to Europe, and in London found men who 
knew that storing water for irrigating pur­ 
poses had been successful in India, and 
they at once engaged in the enterprise and 
incorporated under the name o f the Ne­ 
vada Land and Cattle Company. W ork 
was at once commenced on a dam in Willow 
creek, but when it was almost completed 
the high water in the spring of 1884 swept 
it away. In nowise discouraged by the 
failure, the company went to work 'again 
in a more systematic manner, selecting as a 
site for the dam a gorge in the canyon 
through which the creek" ran. This gorge 
is between two rock bluffs, 100 feet high 
and 150 feet apart. A steam pump was 
used to keep the water out of the excava­ 
tion, which was made in the bed of the 
creek 
for 
the 
foundation 
of 
the 
dam , and at a deptli of fifteen feet solid 
rock was reached. 
On this rocks were 
placed in position and a dam twenty-three 
feet high was built of stones, which were 
faced with three-inch pianks tightly caulk­ 
ed. The dam at this bight makes a lake or 
reservoir 200 acres in extent with an aver­ 
age depth of fourteen feet of water. It is 
the intention of the company to raise the 
dam several feet higher and increase the 
storage capacity of the reservoir four-fold. 
A tunnel 10x12 feet has been run through 
one of the bluffs, and fitted with gates so 
nicely adjusted that one inch or 50,000 in­ 
ches, as tie occasion may require, of water 
can hedrawn from the reservoir at anv time. 
The water is carried in a canal some 
eight or ten miles long to Squaw valley, 
where it is Used for irrigating purposes. 
T his year the company have cleared off 
■60O acres of sage brush land and sown it in 
ail alt a. The grass oamo up beautifully, 


P lacer'» D iverse R esources.

There are. in point of fact, but few coun­ 
ties in ;iie State, valleys included, where 
such splendid opportunities are presented 
to the industrious tiller of the soil as are 
here presented in Placercounty. 
We Lave, 
probably, a greater diversity, not only of 
climate—for we have within our borders 
the climates of sunny Italy and of Alpine 
Switzerland, of frozen Norway ami of 
balmy Spain—but also a greuter diversity 
of material interests than any other county 
in the State, without, perhaps, a single ex­ 
ception. 
Farm ing and fruit-growing are 
the chief and almost sole reliance of our 
population in the western part of the coun­ 
ty. Fruit ot all kinds known to the tem­ 
perate and semi-tropic zones are the main 
dependence of Newcastle, Penryn, Ilockiiu, 
Loomis and Auburn. The best grapes in 
the State w'tiiout exception are grown in 
the vicinity of Colfax ; lumber is produced 
in almost inexhaustible quantities at Alta, 
Towles and Emigrant G ap; iron of the 
very best quality is mined and smelted 
fit liotaling, w here,'in busy times, three 
or four hundred 
men 
are employed; 
quartz 
aud 
gravel 
mining 
support 
most of the towns on the Forest Hill 
Divide, including to some extent the towns 
of Dutch Flat, Gold Run, 
Colfax and 
Ophir. Coal mining, though temporarily 
at a lull at Lincoln, will ho revived sootier 
or later, the earthenware and pottery works 
at the same place give steady employment 
to about seventy bands ; the hew lime 
works of the California Lime Company at 
Clipper Gap are a big institution; granite 
is quarried at Itocklin, Penryn and Loomis, 
and during busy seasons 150 to 200 men are 
often employed’by Mr. Griffith, of Penryn. 
Copper has been found in certain places in 
western Placer, though the mining of that 
metal has not proved entirely profitable. 
The assessed value of railroads in the 
county—$3,800,000—is surpassed by only 
one other county, and in length of roads 
by only three. W ith such varied and im­ 
portant resources, aside from the standard 
and increasing value of lands lor home and 
farms and fruit ranches, surely old Placer 
may he excused for sounding her own 
praises now and then. Our population is 
steadily growing, and our tax-roll keeps 
pace with the increase of people. Our 
county is as large as the State of Rhode 
Island, and we have room, and to spare, for 
all industrious new-comers.—[Placer Argus. 


R ailroad M atters. 
The Yreka Journal of September 30th 
says: J. M. Bassett, who is now in town, 
and connected with the law and contract 
department of the Central Pacific Railroad 
Company, gives it as his opinion that the 
railroad work will he pushed forward with 
energy to a speedy completion, if Congress 
allows the company a chance to cam the 
land grant, otherwise they will take their 
time, and build it slowly during several 
years to come. 
The company intend to 
build the road, g ran to r no grant, but will 
rush it through quicker if given the grant, 
on which they can borrow money to work 
with. The cost of railroad building’trom 
Delta to Strawberry valley will exceed $60,­ 
000 or $70,000 per mile, with a heavy ex­ 
pense, also, iron1 K lam ath river to the"Ore­ 
gon line, so that in all probability at least 
$5,000.000 will be needed to complete th e 
road to the.iine. Mr. Bassett also says the 
Central Pacific is negotiating for the Oregon 
line, and thisks a lease will be secured. He 
believes no Inducement could be offered the 
company m build through Yreka, as it is 
the desire ’¡u have a straight and fast 
through road, but thinks our citizens could 
connect via the Little Shasta wagon road 
with a short branch line at small cost. 
The railropd builders are now finishing 
up tunnel No. 8, to which the approaches 
had been cut before suspension of work 
iast year, and expect to finish it within 
three inoiith.fi, so that supplies can be run 
up to Slate week from Delta. Gangs of 
men are also to be set to work in boring 
tunnels 9. 10 and 11, for the purpose of 
getting theni open for transit by next 
spring, so that supplies can be carried still 
further on by rail, for the gradina, bridging 
and other work. 
We hear (hat the Siskiyou mountain 
tunnel is altogether too high in grade, and 
about half finished through the mountain, 
and it is likeljf to he abandoned for a new 
tunnel. The road through Oregon is poorly 
constructed, especially between Roseburg 
and Ashland, so that it will be thoroughly 
overhauled no doubt as soon as leased by 
the Central P.lcific, as the lease is a virtual 
purchase, exhlnding over a period of ninety- 
nine years. 


A W e e s tlír

a N ew R oi.e .—The 
Bntte (Montuna! Inter-Mountain publishes 
the following; 
A note from Dan Morris Sullivan, propri­ 
etor of the “ Mirror of Deland,” which gave 
entertainments in Butte a few weeks ago, 
says that while his party was traveling last 
week from Anaconda to I’hilippsburg, a 
distance of thirty miles, they had a narrow 
escape. About half a mile from Silver 
Lake a hear emerged from the woods and 
crossed the road about forty yards in front 
of the " Mirror of Ireland ” vehicle. The 
horses became frightened, suddenly shied, 
and the combination narrowly escaped be­ 
ing dashed over the cliff'. Mrs. Sullivan 
was thrown from the hack just at the edge 
of the cliff, and came very near going over. 
Tom Cannon, the athlete and wrestler.who 
is now traveling with thecom pauy,bounded 
from the vehicle when the bear appeared 
and attacked it. The encounter is said by 
Mr. Sullivan to have been a desperate one, 
and Cannon's catlike agility was all that 
saved him from being torn to pieces. He 
was unarmed and trusted for defense to his 
own dexterity in using a heavy dead limb 
which he broke from a tree. W ith this he 
played a lively tattoo upon the bear's head 
and about its body. From the first bruin 
was compelled to act upon the defensive. 
A t length by a well directed and crushing 
blow the hear was stunned and a few more 
blows ended its life. The animal weighed 
about 500 pounds. Cannon escaped with­ 
out serious injury, the hear succeeding in 
getting in only two or three scattering 
scratches upon its assailant’s left wrist.

An Indignant Judge.—The following is 
from the Virginia (Nev.)

In the DisDict Court of Washoe countv 
on Saturday, on motion of the District At­ 
torney, the second charge of rape against 
Frank Borden was dismissed on the ground 
that the girl upon whom the alleged assault 
was committed was over 12 years of age. 
The Judge granted the motion, but said: 
“ I am satisfied the child in testifying that 
she was over 12 years old swore to a delib­ 
erate lie. 
I don't blame the girl, because I 
am satisfied that she was educated by her 
parents to so testify.” 
In commenting 
upon the action of the two juries in the 
other case, the J udge said ; “ The jury dis­ 
regarded the law : 
they disregarded the 
testimony, and they disregarded their oaths 
as jurors, and 1 want it distinctly under­ 
stood w hat I think about it. A jury of 
Washoe Indians would have done better. 
I ain ashamed of the county I live in,” 
etc. H e then severely reprimanded tlie 
defendant and ordered h im discharged. 


Peach W ine.—The flavor of the peach is 
superior to that of any other fruit in the 
world. Peach wine has been made from 
the juice of sofe ripe peaches, which, it is 
said, by means of a certain process of m an­ 
ufacture becomes a wine of the most de­ 
licious character and the very choicest 
flavor. It is further said that no alcohhlic 
liquor of any kind and no alcohol in any 
shape is added; neither are any drags or 
chemicals added. The process is new, and 
according to the Inyo Inde}xrndent is the 
invention of S. A. Densmore, of Independ­ 
ence, who has taken out a ••ateut for the 
same.—[Scientific Press.

PACIFIC COAST ITEMS. 


W alla W iü a (W. T.) capitalists contem­ 
plate erecting a $150,000 woolen mill. 
The subject of converting the Carson 
M int into a club-house is being discussed. 
There is said to he a shortage of $900 in 
¡he accounts of Postmaster Ferry at Mo­ 
desto. 
Walla W alia valley, W. T , has produced 
second crops of apples and strawberries 
this fall. 
Nearly all the idle men around Rio Vista 
at e finding employment on'the levees and 
flood-gates. 
It is said that a large band of horse- 
thieves have headquarters in the Teton 
Basin, M. T. 
Over $300,000 will be spent on the wafer 
system of Riverside and adjoining territory 
within the next year. 
Snn Bernardino is to erect a pavilion for 
the purpose of holding horticultural, agri­ 
cultural and mechanical fairs. 
A 14-year-old hoy has been sent to State 
Prison for three years from Virginia, Nev., 
for arson in the second degree. 
At Silver City, Idaho, the olher day, 
school was dismissed, in order that tlie 
children could attend the races. 
A sweet potato weighing 275 pounds and 
a squash of 195* pounds are among San 
Diego county’s latest productions. 
Hay is worth $6 per ton in Battle Mount­ 
ain. In 1878, during the dry season, the 
fanners received $40 a ton for their hay. 
Many Chinamen aro being discharged 
from the California Southern Railroad as 
the work of grading is being completed. 
It is said Tacoma, W. T., has 500 vacant 
houses, and twenty business failures have 
occurred in that towii within the iast year. 
George Jeffreys, Jr., of Smartsvillc, is 
dying of glanders, contracted while shoeing 
a horse which bad tiie disease, a few weeks 
ago. 
Notices have been posted about the 
streets of Seattle warning the firemen not 
toiuterfere should fires break out in China­ 
town. 
The Grass Valley Union says that John 
Jenkins, of that city, has raised in liis gar­ 
den a tobacco plant nearly seven feet in 
bight. 
A Berryessa hunter and two companions 
have killed 125 deer on Eel river within a 
short period, and put up 1,000 pounds of 
jerked venison. 
The 8t, Helena Star says agents for East­ 
ern fruit firms are in that locality buying 
table grapes, and are giving for Tokay, 
Muscat and Malvoise about $40 per ton. 
San Diego’s honey crop for this year is 
estimated at 2,177,000 pounds of solid sweet­ 
ness. Th¡s.is about one-thirtieth of all the 
honey produced in the United States. 
Four sulphur springs have been found on 
the farm of Aiitone Mas, in San Benito 
county. The temperature of the different 
springs ranges from seventy to eighty de­ 
grees. 
In one of the coffins dug tip at the old 
Catholic cemetery, Santa Cruz, Monday af­ 
ternoon, nothing was found but some silver 
ornaments, the bones having mysteriously 
disappeared. 
An artesian well on the farm of W. S. 
Ladd, near Portland, Or., is down 1,300 
feet, without striking water, hut pieces of 
wood are brought up from even this tre­ 
mendous depth. 
A deposit of natural gas lias been struck 
near Fargo, D. T. W hen it was tapped it 
blew rocks and water fifty feet in the air. It 
was lighted, and a steady flame two feet 
wide and ten feet high is burning. 
It is very probable that an effort will be 
made to utilize the inexhaustible »otterv 
eartlf pit north of Newhall in a very short 
time. Some samples have been sent East, 
and have been reported upon very favor­ 
ably. 
During a recent thunder-storm a miner 
in Red canyon, Nevada, had the handle of 
his pick struck by lightning and split from 
socket to top. The miner was not killed, 
hut lie has not yet recovered from the elec­ 
tric shock. 
A peculiar and fatal fever, says the Dom­ 
ing (N. M.) Hcadliyht, is raging at San 
Francisco, in thefar western part of Socorro 
county. It seems to baflle all efforts to 
treat it, aud is creating considerable alarm 
in that section. 
The greater portion of the Chinese in 
Riverside have been notified that after Oc­ 
tober 1st the premises occupied by them 
wiil have to he vacated, and they will 
probably be obliged to take up their resi­ 
dence outside the town limits. 
The Oregon Railway and Navigation 
Company makes a difference of nearly $5 a 
ton between barley and wheat shipped 
East, and the newspapers of that section 
are puzzled to know why it should cost 
more to carry one than the other. 


MINING NOTES. 


A number of recent locations entered in 
Calaveras county show increasing activity 
in m ining interests in that section. 
Two specimens of gold were recently- 
found in Rough and Ready creek, six miles 
from Sonora. 
They were almost the pure 
stuff. 
A find of gold and silver ore near Ophir 
canyon, Nye county, Nev., is claimed to 
exceed in richness anything yet found in 
the State. 
Some good developments have 
been 
made in the gravel claim near the Centen­ 
nial, Nevada City, being worked by a San 
Jose Company. 
In the Honolulu district of K lam ath 
river nearly all the claims are prospecting 
richly. 
The Kanaka Company have put 
on night shifts. 
A new m ill will soon be erected near the 
Bonanza mine, at Providence, San Bernar­ 
dino county. The seven mines in that dis- 
Dict are looking np. 
The numerous Chinese claims all along 
the Klamath river and above are no doubt 
paying handsomely, but there is no chance 
to get anything out of them concerning 
their success. 
Parties from Pine valley at Baker City 
report the discovery of an immensely rich 
silver iedge about four miles from Cornu­ 
copia, up the creek. 
An assay made of the 
ore gave 500 ounces of silver to the ton. 
A beautiful gold nugget worth $225 was 
recently picked up in Tule canyon, on the 
east side of the Inyo mountains. 
The 
chispa is almost pure, there being but two 
or three small specks of quartz to be seen. 
Rulofson A Co. are having a fine new 
stamp mill built by H. S. Morey at the 
Placerville (El Dorado county) Foundry, 
to take the place of a patent ’machine re­ 
cently erected on their 
Foverty Point 
mines. 
Frederick Vehling, of San Francisco, has 
purchased the Spanish Creek quartz mine. 
This mine is in the vicinity of Faindav, 
El Dorado county, aud promises well. It 
will be vigorously worked by the new 
owner. 
Two Mexicans are said to have made a 
rich discovery of a gold-bearing vein about 
sixteen miles south of Independence, Inyo 
county, at the end of Old Dad’s Mountain. 
The ore assays about $150 to $200 in gold, 
carrying considerable silver. 
It is calculated that the water power fur­ 
nished by the Sutro tunnel is sufficient to 
run five forty-stamp mills, which could 
crush 600 tons of ore in twenty-four hours. 
Next spring the building of the mills and 
Des ties for flumes will begin. 
The Spring City IIiners' Union disbanded 
their organisation and deeded theD hall 
and other property to the public school of 


the district. The miners notified Superin­ 
tendent McCurdy, of the ParadiBe Valley 
mine, that they would work for $3 50 per 
day after October 1st.

Grunsky, 
who has been engaged for some tim e in 
gathering data iti Fresno, Kern and Tulare 
counties, is preparing a full report, to be 
subm ituri to the next Legislature, on the 
subject of irrigation, 
lie is completing 
work tiiat hud been begun before, and will 
make the compilations now in the State 
Kngineer’s office full and complete. The 
Fresno Democrat says, relative to the work : 
“ An estimate is being made of the amount 
of water taken by canals from the rivers, 
tlie am ount which each ol these several 
canals carry-, the num ber of acres irrigated 
and the num ber that it is possible to irri­ 
gate. 
The experience of each irrigator, 
too, is being taken, and other means arc re­ 
sorted to to ascertain the result of our irri­ 
gating system. The amount of rainfall, 
too, is being noted, and numerous other 
matters which we trust, when presented in 
intelligible shape, as no doubt they- will be, 
wil' carry- light into the clouded brain of 
th e average solon that will enable him to 
deal Intelligently with the great question of 
irrigation when he is called next winter to 
act upon it. 
Mr. Grunsky is also making 
a map of the various canal systems. These 
will be very accurate, as their hearings 
witL each quarter section is taken. This 
work will he of incalculable value to this 
section if we can succeed in electing a 
Legislature with industry- enough to ex­ 
amine it and brains enough to understand 
it.

VITICULTURA!. NOTES. 


T h e E ffect o í Irrig a tio n o n W in e G rape* 
—S u b m ersio n an ti R e sista n t S tocks. 
[By C. A. Wetmore. Chief Executive Viticult- 
ural Officer.) 
Since the vines which have been treated 
in France by submersion, as a remedy 
against phylloxera, have been bearing fruit, 
considerable discussion has been provoked 
in the journals devoted to viticu'.tural in ­ 
terests throughout the country, relating to 
the effect of this practice upon the quality 
o f the wines produced from the grapes. 
Many have contended that the wines so 
produced were inferior, but recently Mon­ 
sieur Faucon, who has the honor of hav­ 
ing originated this remedy In the valley of 
the Rhone, has made public a statement in 
which he contradicts the theory that sub­ 
mersion of the vines in winter tim e will 
injure the quality of the wines. 
H is con­ 
clusions are that in a soil where there is 
free and easy drainage the application of 
water during the winter tim e does not 
leave any marked effect during the sum ­ 
mer so as to cause any injury to the fruit, 
but be adds that this irrigation ought not 
to be practiced in the summer. 
The causes 
where the quality' of wine has been in ­ 
jured, he claims, are traceable to the prac­ 
tice of summer irrigation, whereas sub­ 
mersion as a remedy against the phylloxera 
is only properly applied in winter. H is point 
that the soil should permit free drainage, 
a > that the roots of the vine may not remain 
wet during the summer, is forcibly taken. 
Tins discussion in France Í3 of special in ­ 
terest to this coast, and the result of it, as 
reported upon by Mr. Faucon, who is the 
leader in the submersion practice, fully 
sustains the recommendations that have 
been made by members of the Viticultura! 
Commission in this State, cautioning the 
vine-growers agaiust 
summer irrigation 
wherever it is unnecessary for the vigor of 
the vines, and advising extreme caution in 
such cases where it may be absolutely 
necessary' ; advocating the use of water in 
the winter tim e where there is an insuffi­ 
cient supply of rainfall, and the promotion 
of complete drainage of the subsoil in 
which roots are imbedded. 


IMPOVERISHMENT OF THE SOIL. 
A long communication from Monsieur 
Rivaud, of Mulbausen, Alsace, has been 
received by the Commission, containing the 
views ol the writer, who has published 
several papers in Europe for distribution 
concerning the nature oí the phylloxera 
pest. 
He belongs to a party which still has 
som e representatives in Europe, who be­ 
lieve that the phylloxera is an effect and 
not the cause of disease. 
During the first' 
few years of the phylloxera invasion in 
Europe the notion prevailed that perhaps 
the vines were becoming weakened by the 
system of continuous culture and propaga­ 
tion by means of cuttings, and that they 
might be renewed in strength by propa­ 
gation from the seed. 
The theory gained 
m any supporters, as it appeared on the face 
of it plausible, but it has been demonstrat­ 
ed, both in France and California, that the 
seedlings even of the wild European and 
Asiatic vines are not more resistant than 
vines propagated the usual way from cut­ 
tings. 
Since then this party, who believe 
that the phylloxera is an effect and not a 
cause, have been attempting to demonstrate 
that the source of the disease is in the im ­ 
poverishment of the a cl, and they have 
been recently m isled in som e places in 
Europe by reports of the effects of the 
phylloxera on the vines of California, be­ 
cause theyT have assumed, erroneously, that 
in California we are cultivating generally 
the American vines, which are claimed to 
be resistant. 
They are therefore citing the 
instance o f the phylloxera in California as 
proof that the American vines will not 
resist 
t lie 
phylloxera. 
Experience 
in 
this 
State, 
however, 
has 
praeticallv 
set 
at 
rest 
the 
doctrine 
o f 
this 
party, because we have found not only 
that the seedlings o f the wild vine of Asia 
die rapidly under the influence of the 
phylloxera, but also that the disease spreads 
as rapidly in our richest soils as well as in 
our poorest, with this exception, that the 
poorer the soil is the quicker the vine suc­ 
cumbs, by a known rule that the resistance 
of the vine to the attack of the disease is 
proportioned to the vigor o f the plant. 
The resistance o f the wild American vines 
has also been tested here, under tlfe most 
trying circumstances j young, tender seed­ 
lings being planted in soil that of itself 
scarcely supports a good vine, immediately 
over the diseased roots of dyingvines. Under 
such circumstances, even without disease, 
it is very difficult to njake a vine grow, but 
the experiments of the Commission prove 
that several of the species of the wild vines 
o f America will continue to live under these 
m ost unfavorable eircumstaees and make 
growth, resisting the disease w hile the 
vin.es around them are dying out. In some 
eases in this State the phylloxera is attack­ 
ing vines that have been planted on virgin 
soil before they are even two years old. lii 
other cases they haye been' found upon 
vines yielding from thirty to forty pounds 
o f grapes, in soil that continues to be very 
rich. 
It is not contended that these resist­ 
ant vines are in all cases absolutely proof 
against the phylloxera, but they aré called 
resistant because the wounds made upon 
the roots by the insect heal over, and if the 
soil is favorable to the growth of the plant 
they continue to live and produce crops 
notwithstanding the presence of disease. 
The problem in this State at the present 
tim e is to ascertain which of ihe known 
resistant species are best for different lo­ 
calities, and which of them arc the best 
stocks to graft the European varieties upon, 
as some are more difficult in taking the 
graft than others. 
As this question is of 
groat importance at the present time, and 
many are proposing to rely upon resistant 
vines as a precaution against the invasion 
o f the disease in this State, reference is 
hereby made to certain parties in different 
sections of the State who have tried these re­ 
sistant vines, some of whom w ho have al­ 
ready grafted and received fruit. 
None of 
these re.si-'ants roots arc, however, o f any 
great age, the work o f propagation having 
been carried on during the last few years. 
Those interested can visit the vineyards 
where they are growing or have been 
grafted, before the foliage drops from them 
this 
sea-on, 
in 
order 
to 
judge 
for 
themselves as to their relative vigor and 
the success of grafts.

The species best adapted to work in this 
State at the present tim e, according to ex. 
perience now obtained, are the wild ri­ 
paria, Califomica and Arizonica, and for 
’he sake of fruit and not to he used as a 
grafting stock, the Lenoir and Herbemont. 
Som e of these species are known to suc­ 
ceed much better in one place than an­ 
other, therefore it is important for vine 
growers to try a few specimens of each in 
their vineyards where they are not yet 
pressed to select som e one of the different 
kinds known, in order to he able to deter­ 
mine. when necessary, which 
are best 
adapted to their localities. 


ARRESTED FERMENTATIONS. 
The sudden checking of must in fer­ 
mentation for red wine, which took place 
during the last ten days in many places, is 
now being rapidly overcome by the efforts 
of the wine-makers in applying simple 
natural remedies. 
The sim plest means for 
reviving fermentation which has been so 
checked appears to be the addition of fresh 
grapes, but the quantity to be added should 
be at least one-sixth as much as the volume 
which has been checked, in order to pro­ 
cure prompt results. 
A t Captain Nie- 
baum’s cellar in Napa county, it has been 
found that the addition of these fresh 
grapes, immediately after the checking of 
fermentation is discovered, and before the 
tanks cool off, brings the best results, tbe 
wine going on in fermentation rapidly 
without any serious check. 
Where the 
wine has been allowed to cool oil before 
ihe remedy is applied, it generally takes 
several days before refermentation is estab­ 
lished. In some places the wines that have 
been arrested in this way are drawn off 
into pipes or tanks, with the addition of a 
small portion of fresh lees from white 
wines, or a small portion of fresh juice in 
fermentation ; by this means the difficulty 
has also been overcome. 
In some cases, 
however, it is not practicable to obtain 
fresh must, and this m ay happen later in 
the season, when tbe arrest o f fermenta­ 
tion may also occur from causes different 
from those which have recently prevailed, 
viz., from the effect of early fall frosts. 
To 
provide remedies for sucli cases experi­ 
ments are now being made to determine 
the best methods, which will be reported 
upon soon. 
A report has been received from Vina to 
the effect that the wines this year made at 
Governor Stanford's vineyard, under direc­ 
tion of George Johnston, have fermented 
well. 
The grapes in that region are earlier 
than those where the recent troubles in 
fermentation have 
prevailed, and were 
therefore out of the way it: time. 
Fre­ 
quently great difficulty is experienced in 
starting up a perfect fermentation in the 
northern part of the Sacramento valley, so 
ttml the result obtained by Mr. Johnston 
this year is peculiarly gratifying to the new 
management. 
No reports have yet been 
received at the office o f the Commission 
from the extreme ftotUuem counties. Pros­ 
pects are, however, that the wine; this year 
will be of a very high quality, according 
to the nature of the grapei used, with good 
color and strength, so tiiat the merchants 
will have nothing to complain of as to the 
inferiority of the vintage. 
The low prices 
which prevailed last spring were m ainly 
caused by offerings of inferior wines, weak 
in strength and made from unripe grapes. 
No such trouble will attend ihe vintage 
this season.
